Belgrade. Oct. 18—King Alexander 
of Jugoslavia lost his life because he 
did not wear hia bullet-proof vest. 

The king, a tea tains ted last week In 
Marseille*, owned two bullet-proof 
vesta He had Intended to wear one 
of them In Prance as he had done 
a month before on a visit to Bulgaria. 

But when he went ashore from tha 
destroyer Dubrovnik at Marseilles, an 
admiral's uniform was his garb. The 
Associated Press learned to-day he 
put on the bullet-proof vest, then 
found the admiral's uniform-tunic 
would not fit properly over the coat 
of mall. 

He removed the vest at the last 
moment and went ashore with a per¬ 
fectly fitting uniform but without 
the protection he had planned. 

Kxoerta said had he worn h|e vest 
he would have lived, aiuce none of 
the bullets hit him In the head. 

The king some time ago rejected 
the Idea of such protection, bvjt gave 
In to those who Insisted he Should 
have a vest.

After 
that the leaves were fired at a tem¬ 
perature of about 180 degrees to 
•top any further oxidisation by to- 
moving the remaining moisture. At 
this point the grown leaf which came 
into the factory twenty-four hours 
earlier had been reduced to seventy- 
five per cent of Its original weight. 

“Lastly the tea was graded to slat.’’ 
Mr. Chambers stated, adding, “tbe 
different rises being called Broken 
Orange Pekoe. Orange Pekoe and 
Pekoe. These names were not a sign 
of quality, but merely the slats of 
the leaf. The finest quality and 
flavour was found in the smaller 
sixes. Broken Orange Pekoe being 
made up of tbe tender part of the 
leaf and buds. 

“Quality," the speaker pointed "out. 
’'can only be determined by tasting 
the tea. Expens are employed to 
taste every lot of tea coming from 
the gardens and to determine from 
Its tastr. small and appsarancs what 
tea leaves will blend together to suit 
the prim requirements of the packet 
that Is being made up. Teas from 
different countries, such as Ceylon 
and India, art blended together, and 
and also teas from different plan¬ 
tations In the same country, or even 
teas from the same plantation, but 
grown at a different tune of the 
year. By this mesne tbe purchaser 
of a reliable packet can be sure of 
getting the same flavor and quality,
